WASHINGTON—(/P)—The economic 


Security Committee 
estimates that 


20.681 persons in Arkansas would 
eligible for old atjc pensions under 
President Rocscvclt's social security 
program. 


A table prepared by the committee 


showed that less than a million per- 
sons in the nation would be eligible 
for the pensions based on the number ! 
of persons above 65 who arc receiv- 
ing relief in the various sates, plus 
those who are getting old nee pen- 
sions in stales lhal have pension sys- 
tems. 


The committee's figures showed that 


20,081 aged citizens were on relief in 
Arkansas and that the cost to that 
suite if $10 were paid monthly to each 
person would total $1,241,000. 


If each person was paid $15 monthly,

The general,' southern', and Jewish 


diets include two- pounds1 of spaghetti 
a month whereas the Italian list in- 
cludes 15'pounds of spaghetti a month. 


The general diet provides quantities 


of navy beans, which do not appear 
in'the southern diet The Jewish list 
eliminates pork and beans, but does 
have a good allowance of .lima beans. 
Moreover, the Jewish diet list includes 
four cans of sardines, to-three in the 
Italian listr and two in the southern 
list. 


In contrast to these allowances, the 


southern list includes- four pounds of 
salt pork. Salt pork does not appear 
at all on any of the other idet lists. 


Benefit to our nutrition, comes not 


from the foods that are listed or pre- 
scribed, or even what is included in 
the basket delivered at the door, but 
from what is actually eaten. Money 
spent for food that is not eaten is, of 
course, wasted.

Borrowers of Farm Credit 


Administration to Be 


Affected 


LITTLE ROCK-Circuit clerks of the 


state would odd at least $5,000 annual- 
ly to already sizable fees collected 
from borrowers of the Farm Credit 
Administration, if Senate Bill 39, by 
Cnrncs, is enacted by the legislature. 


The bill would empower clerks to 


charge 25 cents for filing wnlvers of 
landlord's liens on crops, rents and 
advances which are not filed as part 
of chattel mortgages. 


The bill was passed by the senate 


and passed by the house with amend- 
ments, but later was recalled from the 
senate, where it went for concurrence 
in the amendments. 
Representative 


Cnmpl/cll kuoted Governor Futroll ns 
saying it should have "further con- 
sideration." 


The governor denied 
that he had 


requested the bill be withdrawn, but 
added that he "understood it had ob- 
jeclionnl features and was primarily 
a clerks' bill." 


Moru than 50,000 government loans 


were mode to Arkansas farmers last 
year by agencies of the Farm Credit 
Administration, ynd of that number 
it was estimated that at least 20 per 
cent would require landlords' waiv- 
ers. 
The waivers are necessary for 


tenants and sharecroppers to qualify 
tor nny one of a variety of govern- 
ment loans. 
i 


Circuit clerks now collect 25 cents 


for filing the chattel mortgage with 
ihe waiver attached. 


Only the chattel mortgage and waiv- 


er of lien is required on small gov- 
ernment crop loans, but for the larg- 
er loans handled by the Intermediate 
Credit Banks the circuit clerk is paid 
$1 for an abstract and 50 cents for n 
certified copy of the mortgage, mak- 
ing a total charge of $1.75 on each 
loan. 
The additional 25 cents pro- 


vided under S, B. 39 would make the 
charge $2. 


In addition, the clerks arc paid 50 


cents by the government for cmivnss- 
ing the records to determine whether 
any prior legal claims have been list- 
ed against the property affected. Und- 
er the present rate set-up of a min- 
imum charge of '& cents and n maxi- 
mum charge of $2.50 on larger loans, 
it is estimated that circuit clerks col- 
lected in the neighborhood of $3(i,0!)0 
last ycnr on FCA loans, if the average 
ices on loans, large and small, were 
75 cents.

ing from the scene. In the Court of 
Errors and Appeal* the case was dc» 
elded solely on the point of evidence 
proving that the crime was committed 
during the commission of the lesser 
crime and the verdict of first degree 
murder upheld on that point. Justice 
Trenchard concurred and as the un- 
derlying felony was burglary In that 
ease, the parallel to the Hauplmann 
trial is affirmed. 


In the decision set forth at that lime 


the court ruled that the prosecution 
must show that the death occurred 
before the completion of the underly- 
ing felony. In other words, the edi- 
torial points out, where the underly- 
ing felony is burglary as in the Haupt- 
mann trial, it is incumbent that the 
prosecution show proof beyond reas- 
onable doubt that death occurred be- 
fore compction of that crime. 


"Should the evidence show," snys 


the editorial, "that a defendant charg- 
ed with felony murder, when nttempt- 
ing to kidnap an infant, committed the 
crime of burglary in breaking nnd en- 
tering the home when the child, with 
its clothing, was carried away.

Kxtnrllon Trial Next 


FLEMINGTON, N. J. — If Bruno 


Richard Hauplmann's jury 
fails 
to 


reach a verdict, New Jersey will per- 
mit his return to New York for trial 
on an extortion indictment and delay 
a retrial in this state, it was learned 
Sunday night. 


A high official revealed that New 


Jersey, which fought, a polite but 
acrimonious battle with District At- 
torney Samuel J. Folcy of the Bronx 
for the right to try Hnuptmnnn, will 
be willing, in event of the jury's dis- 
agreeing, to turn him back and post- 
pone its second trial until the Bronx 
is through with him. 


Should the murder jury convict, 


Hauplmann will ncd another $50,000— 
the exact sum collected as ransom for 
the Lindbergh baby—to finance an ap- 


peal to a higher court. 


This estimate was made by Lloyd 


Fisher, Hauplmann's local lawyer, who 
calculated that the cost of the de- 
fense's procuring a transcript of testi- 
mony at the trial, alone, would be 
525,000. Other expenditures, without 
leaving much for compensation of 
Hauptmann's four lawyers, would add 
another $25,000, to the cost of an ap- 
peal from n death or life imprison- 
ment verdict.
